1 ) The examiner respectfully disagrees that the images in Messing do not "contain" a reference signal. Indeed it appears that-just as the 
claim requires-messing discloses capturing a series of low resolution images, each of which contains a reference signal. 

2) The examiner respectfully disagrees that there would be no motivation to combine messing and rhoads to arrive at the method of 
claim 40. Express motivation was provided in the final rejection. Specifically, it was stated that "Such a modification would have allowed 
for a refernece signal that was totally invisible, and, further, would have allowed for a reference signal that conveyed further information 
such as copy protection information (see Rhoads col. 71 lines 32-36)
